THE CHINESE IN~BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Ottawa, Out., Feb. 24.—The report of the 
Chinese commission was presented to parlia­ 
ment to-night. It states that the rapid devel­ 
opment of the resources of British Columbia de­ 
pend* largely upon the continued influx of 
Chinese and recommends that moderate re­ 
strictive measures, police and sanitary princi­ 
ples Is* enforced by rigid regulations, and that 
the

government 
shall 
enact 
legislation imposing a tax of $10 upon every 
Chinese man, woman or child coming into the 
province, the revenue thus raised to he devoted 
to the payment of an inspector, whose duty it 
shall lie to report th** number, sex and condition 
of all Chinese immigrants, and report upon all 
matte!* pertaining to the Chinese in thai prov­ 
ince. The report a'so re.-ommends that the pro­ 
vincial legislature pas* an act to regulate the 
domestic affa us of the Chinese.

Water Once a Day. 
Gen. It E. Colston in Hententber Century. 
In the “Waterless Land” water is tilt 
paramount question. 
If it be asked 
how a large body of Bedouins, like the 
IG,(MMT w ho nearly destroyed the British 
squares at Tarnal, manage to subsist, 
the reason is plain. 
In the first place, 
they do not need the enormous trains 
required for a European army. 
They 
are the most abstemious of men. 
Each 
man carries a skin of water etui a small 
bag of grain, procured by purchase or 
barter from caravans. 
Their camels 
and goats move with them, supplying 
upon the scant herbage and the foli­ 
age of the thorny mimesa, growing in 
secluded wadies. 
These people could 
live upon the increase of their (locks 
alone, which they exchange readily for 
commodities; but, being the exclusive 
carriers and guiders for all the travel 
and commerce that cross their deserts, 
they realize yearly large amounts o! 
money. 
As to water, they know every nook 
and hollow in the mountains, away from 
the trails, where a few' barrels collect 
in some shaded ravine, and they can 
scatter, every man for himself, to fill 
their waterskins. 
On my first expedi­ 
tion, near the close of the three years’ 
drouth, I reached some wells on which 
I was depending and found them entire- 
lv dry. 
It was several days to the next 
wells. 
But my Bedouin guards knew- 
some natural reservoirs in the hills about 
six miles off. 
So thsy took the water 
camels at nightfall and came back be­ 
fore daylight with the water skins filled. 
Au invading army would find it too 
hard to obtain guides, and even if they 
did, they must keep together and must 
not leave the line of march to look foi 
water. 
Besides, tho Bedouins, accus­ 
tomed from infancy to regard water a* 
most precious and rare, use it with 
wonderful economy. 
Neither men nor 
animals drink more than once in forty- 
eight hours. 
As to washing they never 
indulge in such 
wasteful nonsense. 
When Bedouins came to my camp w at­ 
er w’as always offered them. 
Their an­ 
swer would frequently be: “No, thanks, 
I drank Yesterday.” 
They knew toe

How to Prevent Ergotism iii Cattle. 
The conditions most favorable for 
the growth of the ergot are not web 
understood, but it is nevertheless true 
that it is m uch more abundant in some 
seasons than in others. 
Warm moist 
weather favors the development ol 
fungi generally, and we doubt if ergot 
is any exception to the rule. 
We have 
observed 
it 
most frequently upoD 
§ Tasses growing in iow wet meadows 
tiring 
rainy 
seasons. 
Thorough 
draining of wet land would probably 
diminish the amount of ergot in a 
meadow. 
The favoring conditions of 
a wet season of course are not undei 
the control of the farmer. 
The ergot- 
ted grains are not fully developed un­ 
til the grass is ripe, therefore it is a 
wise precaution to cut the grass at, or 
soon after, the period of flowering. 
This is the best time to cut grass for 
hay. 
The development of ergotism is 
favored by exposure to cold and an 
insufficient 
water supply. 
Animals 
properly stabled and watered in win­ 
ter, may feed upon slightly ergotted 
hay, without serious injury. 
When 
ergot poisoning is suspected in an 
animal, it should have a complete 
change of food, with Epsom salts as a 
physic, followed by mashes, roots, 
etc., with warm stables and abund­ 
ance of pure water. 
In severe cases, 
when a limb or a portion of one is 
gangrened, treatm ent is of little avail 
and the animals should be killed. 
It 
may be several years before another 
out-break like that of last winter oc­ 
curs, but farmers should be on their 
fuard, able to detect ergot in their 
ay and, when it is abundant, refuse 
to endanger the lives of their herds.— 
Dr. Hoisted, in American Agriculturist 
for February.

Ethics of Letter W riting. 


There is no social accomplishment 
which is more often called into reqnisi- 
:ion than tho art of letter writing. 
To 
s ty and do the proper thing at the pro- 
>er time is one of the unwritten laws of 
•tiquette. 
It is a valuable aceomplish- 
nent to perform this duty gracefully. 
Social correspondence devolves quite 
laterally upon the women of the faini- 
y. 
It is unnecessary to point out the 
value of promptness in acknowledging 
md answering correspondence, for it is 
the height of rudeness to leave letters of 
question unanswered. 
In letters of in­ 
vitation and acknowledgement the se 
verely conventional form is used. Let­ 
ters of introduction should lie brief, 
and, as they are generally presented in 
person, 
exaggerated 
expressions of 
praise are not in good taste. 
These, of 
course, and any other letter delivered 
in person, are unsealed. 
Letters of 
condolence are written informally. 
This branch of epistolary correspond­ 
ence is a difficult one, and actual feel­ 
ing is the only guide to good taste. 
It 
is in personal letters between relatives 
and friends that the mast charming 
specimen* are found; the gossiping, 
chatty epistles that are largely expected, 
and which bring color into the dullest 
day. 
Anyone who has been stranded 
in a country house in stormy weather 
will remember Hie pleasant excitement 
caused bv the arrival of the mail. 
Dr. 
Johnson once made the sweeping asser­ 
tion that gossip never hurt anybody;no 
doubt tliis is going too far, but it can 
not lie denied that information as to 
what is ‘going on” and familiar personal 
items constitute the best of these let­ 
ters. 
The close of a letter m ud ac­ 
cord with tile address, in formality 
and form. 
A lady m ud not use ab­ 
breviations in her letters any more 
than in her speech, nor use figures, ex­ 
cept in case of a date. 
Th© date of a 
letter is of importance even in Hie most 
trifling matter. 
When a printed ad­ 
dress is stamped upon a sheet of letter 
paper, the date is often relegated to the 
end of the epistle. 
Postal cards should 
lie used only for business purposes, 
such as sending orders, brief messages 
or notice by mail. 
Tile cards that come with envelopes 
to fit are used for any business message 
that you wish t i send enclosed; in an­ 
swering a question, sending a memoran­ 
dum or making a familiar inquiry. 
Tile enveloped card stands midway be­ 
tween tile postal card and tile note 
she* t. 
Always use the folded note for 
any formal writing. 
It show? more 
car©, and therefore more compliment, 
just as tile card, for some strange rea­ 
son. is easier to pick up for a hasty line 
in an envelope. 
When a note that requires an answer 
is sent to any one unknown to the 
writer alway? enclose a postage stamp. 
Formal notes and letters are generally 
written in the third person. 
It is con­ 
sidered inelegant 
to 
sign a letter 
“ Mrs.—” If it is necessary in giving 
the address, place it in brackets under 
the full name. 
A firm, clear handwrit­ 
ing is a mark of good breeding. 
“ Yours, 
tm h ,” or “ Very truly yours,” is going 
out of date, just as these, in their turn, 
supplanted “ Your obedient servant” 
and ‘ Yours to command.” ‘’Cordially,” 
“ With high regard,” “ Sincerely” or 
“ Respectfully,” as the ease may admit, 
•ire more in use. 
The selection of writ­ 
ing paper and envelopes depends upon 
individual taste. 
Plain, heavy paper 
Is tash ion able at present. 
The practice 
of perfuming letter paper, always in 
questionable ta^te. is entirely out of 
date. 


Did Notion* Concerning Brides­ 
maids. 
raeseU’a Fam ily Magazine for November. 
Importance was formerly attached to 
Hie colors which the. bride wore on her 
wedding day. 
Thus, in an old book en­ 
titled "Fifteen Comforts of Marriage,* 
a bride and her bridesmaids ar© repre­ 
sented conversing together respecting 
the dolors to lie used for the decoration 
of the bridal dress. 
It was finally de­ 
cided, after various colors had lieen re­ 
jected, “to mingle a gold tissue with 
grass green, ” this being considered sym­ 
bolical of youthful jolitv. 
Again, that the office of a bridesmaid 
was in times past not altogether a sine 
qua non may be gathered from the fact 
that during the period of the wedding 
festivities, which often extended over a 
week, the bridesmaids were exacted to 
I»e in attendance, and to do whatever 
they could to promote their success. 
Then there was the custom of “fling­ 
ing the stocking,” at which the bride- 
manis took a prominent load; a cere­ 
mony to which no small importance was 
attached. 
It lias been made the sub­ 
ject of frequent allusion by our old 
writers, ami one rhyme, describing a 
wedding, tells us: 
"But -.till the stockings are to throw ; 
Some throw too high, and sonic too low. 
There's none could hit the mark.” 
Misson further informs us that if the 
bridegroom’s stocking, thrown by one 
of the bridemaid*, fell upon his head, 
it was regarded as an 
omen that she 
herself would soon lie married, and a 
similar prognostic was taken from the 
falling of the brides stocking, thrown 
by one of Hie groomsmen. 
It was the 
bridemaids, duty, too, to present the 
bride with the “benediction posset,” so 
called from the words uttered over it; 
a practice thus noticed by Herrick, in 
his “Hesperides.” 
“What short sweet prayers shall be said, 
And how' the posset shall be made 
With cream or lilies, not of k:*ne, 
And maiden s blush for spiced wine.” 
Suckling thus alludes to this custom: 
“In came the bridemaids with the posset, 
The bridegroom eat in spight” 
Once more, the bridemaids w ere sup­ 
posed to look after the bride’s pecuni­ 
ary Interests. 
Thus, at the church 
porch, when the bridegroom produced 
th*1 ring and other articles relating to 
his marriage, the chief bridemaid took 
charge of the “dow-purese,” which wa? 
p u b lic ly given to the bride as an in­ 
stalment of lier pin-money. 
Horaco 
Walpole, writing to Miss Berry in the 
year 1791, speaks of the dow-purse as 
a tiling of the past, aud writes as fol­ 
lows : 
“Our wedding is over very properly, 
though with little ceremony, and noth­ 
ing of ancient fashion but two bride- 
tn bids. The endow ing purse, I believe, 
has lieen left oft’ since broad pieces 
were called in and melted down.” 
Tt has been pointed out, however, 
that a survival of this usage is preserved 
in Cumberland. 
The bridegroom pro­ 
vides himself with gold and crown 
pieces, and when the service reaches the 
point, “with all my worldly goods I 
thee endow,” he takes the money, 
hands the clergyman his fee, and pours 
the rest into a handkerchief which the 
bridemaid holds for the bride. 
In Scotland, the bridemaid is pop­ 
ularly known as the “best maid,” and 
one of her principal duties was to con­ 
vey Hie bride’s presents >f the wedding 
Iti lier future home. 
The first article 
generally taken into the house was a 
vessel of salt, a portion of which was 
sprinkled over the floor, as a protec­ 
tion against the “evil eye.” She also at­ 
tended the bride w'hen she called on her 
friends, and gave a personal invitation to* 
her wedding.

Rarely was 
Webster more impressive than when, on the 
completion of the teen ame ut at Bunker Hill. in 
deseriijing what our country had accomplished 
, for the welfare of mankind, lie gave utterance, 
with his characteristic terseness, and in his in­ 
imitable tones, to the simple assertion. “Amer­ 
ica has furnished the character of Washington!" 
Aud well did he arid that, “lf our American 
institutions 
had

mankind. 
Tile 
orator 
the* 
dwelt at considerable length upon the exalted 
character of Washington, and tributes to the 
Father of his country bv Byron, Lord Brougham, 
Fox, Irskine and others were quoted.

ample and character of Washington were com­ 
mended to the young men of the country. 
Yet 
let me not seem, even fora moment, to throw off 
upon the children the rightful share of those to­ 
fu *onsi bilit lea which belongs to their fathers.

For his image could only display him 
in some one pha-e of his varied character, a* the 
commander, the statesman, the planter of 
Mount Vernon, or the chief magistrate of his 
country. So art ha-* fitly typified his exalted 
life in yon plain, lofty shaft. Such is his great­ 
ness thai only by a symbol could it Ie repre­ 
sented. As Justice must Ie blind in order to be 
wuole in contemplation, so history must Is? 
silent that by this mighty sign she may disclose 
the amplitude of her story. The streaker re­ 
ferred to the great deeds of Virginia during the 
Revolution, and thanked the commission for the 
honor done Virginia rn choosing one of lier citi­ 
zens to sj>e3k on ibis occasion.

GREATEST AS A STATESMAN. 
It was a** a statesman that Washington wa* 
greatest. Not in the sense that Hamilton and 
Jefferson, Adams and Madison were statesmen; 
But in a lamer sense. Men mav marshal armieq 
who eau not drill divisions. Men may marshal 
I ations in storm and travail who have not the 
accorapPshmeuts of their cabinet ministers. 
Not so versed as thev was he in the details el 
political science. And vet as he stu(iie<i tactics 
when be auriculated w „ , so he studied politics 
wt.*-n he foresaw hi- civil role approaching, 
reading t he history aud examining the principles 
of ancient and modern confederacies and mak­ 
ing notes of their virtues, defects and method? 
of oj*eration. His pen did not jiossess the facile 
play aud classic grace of their pens, but his 
vigorous eloquence had the clear ring of oui 
mother tongue. I will not say that he was sc 
astute, ho quick, ho inventive as the one or an­ 
other of them—that his mind was characterized 
by the vivacity of wit, the rich colorings o! 
fancy, or daring flight* of imagination. But 
with him thought arid action, like well-trained 
coursers, kept abreast in the chariot race, guided 
by an eye that never quailed, reined by a hand 
that never trembled. He had a more infallible dis­ 
crimination of circumstances and men than anyol 
his cml tem i cranes 
He weighed facts in a just­ 
er scale, with larger equity, and firmer equa­ 
nimity. He best applied to them the lesson ol 
experience. With greater ascendancy of charac­ 
ter he held men to their appointed tasks; with 
more inspiring vigor he commanded more im­ 
plicit confidence. He bore a truer divining rod, 
and through a wilderness of contention he alone 
was the unerring pathfinder of the j*eople. 
There can indeed be no right conception of 
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joy k n o w s,” 
w as due to the com et of 
th e y ear, an d in 1668 th e ap p e aran c e 
of one of these m e teo rs o c c a s io n e d a 
rem a rk a b le epidem ic am ong cats in 
W estphalia. 
In 1746 L im a w as o v er­ 
throw n by an e a rth q u ak e , w hich was 
the re su lt, of course, of the com et th a t 
w as 
then in 
the 
sky, 
and

sam e cause led also to the occu rren ce 
of unu su ally la rg e H ights of pigeons in 
N orth A m erica, and to th e prevalence 
of th e “ sneezing sick n ess” as it was 
called, in G erm any.

the n u m b e r of tw ins born w as u n p re­ 
ced en ted ; a sh o em ak er’s wife in W hite­ 
chapel gave b irth to four ch ild ren ; 
th e re w ere no w asps .in th e au tu m n ; 
and Hies w ere all blind th a t year.

th is and m uch m ore w as, seventy-four 
y ears ago, gravely a ttrib u te d to “ the 
c o m e t." 
B ut, of course, th e lapse of 
sev en ty -fo u r te a r s m akes a g re a t d if­ 
ference. 
W e a re m uch too wise now 
to c re d it any rubbish of the kind, and 
anybody w ho w ro te to th e papers 
saying th a t he believed sho em ak ers’ 
w ives in W hitechapel w ere afflicted 
by com ets w ould be suspected of lu ­ 
nacy. 
As soon as “ H ailey ’s co m et” — 
so called b cause In* p red icted its re ­ 
tu rn ev ery seventy-six y ears o r so— 
had proved itself to be a re g u la r vis­ 
ito r by re a p p e a rin g in 1846, th e public 
began to u n d ersta n d th a t these sh in ­ 
ing lig h ts w ere not th e irresponsible 
v ag ra n ts, th e “ ch a rte re d libertines** 
th a t they bad been sup p o sed to be. 
In stead of being able to loaf about 
w hen and 
win re they chose, 
they 
w ere in re a lity chained up, and could 
only go ro u n d an d round at the end of 
th eir te th er, looking very fierce, b u t , 
unable lo re tc h anybody so as to do 
him any harm . 
T he discovery relieved th e m ind of 
E urope prodigiously; and since 1836 
th ere h as cre p t into the p o p u la r esti­ 
m ation of the e p h enom ena a tone of 
indifference, not to say levity, w hich 
c o n tra sts very curiously w ith the p re ­ 
vious aw e.

T he long in terv als at w hich j 
it ap p ears give tim e fo r very sw eeping I 
and rad ical ch an g es to tak e place, and 
th e v isito r m u st often feel inclined to j 
su sp ect th a t he has lost his w ay w hen { 
he looks dow n upon a c o u n try w hich j 
he th o u g h t he knew w ell, but w hich he

Mr. Foran's house bill to prohibit the impor­ 
tation of foreign contract labor, amended and 
passed last week by the senate, was taken 
from the table in the honse, and the amend­ 
ments were concurrevl in. 
The bill now only 
aw aits the signature of the president to become 
a law. 
This bill has at all stages received gen­ 
eral rupport from the members of both par­ 
ties, being in the interest of the working peo­ 
ple of tho country.

In the “Waterless Land” water is the 
paramount question. 
If it be asked 
how a large body of Bedouins, like the 
10,0B0 who nearly destroyed the British 
squares at Tamai, manage to subsist, 
the reason is plain. 
Iu the first place, 
they do not need the enormous trains 
required for a European army. 
They 
are the most abstemious of men. 
Each 
man carries a skin of water and a small 
bag of grain, procured by purchase or 
barter from caravans. 
Their camels 
and goats move with them, supplying 
upon the scant herbage and the foli­ 
age of the thorny mimesa, growing in 
secluded wadies. 
These people could 
live upon tho increase of their flocks 
alone, whieh they exchange readily for 
commodities; but, being the exclusive 
carriers and guiders for all the travel 
and commerce that cross their deserts, 
they realize yearly large amounts o! 
money. 
As to water, they know every nook 
and hollow in the mountains, away from 
tiie trails, where a few barrels collect 
in some shaded ravine, and they can 
scatter, every man for himself, to fill 
their water skins. 
On my first expedi­ 
tion, near the close of the three years’ 
drouth, I reached some wells ou which 
I was depending and found them entire­ 
ly dry. 
It was several (lavs to the next 
wells. 
But my Bedouin guards knew- 
some natural reservoirs in the hills about 
six miles off. 
So thsv took the water 
camels at nightfall and came hack be­ 
fore daylight with the water skins filled. 
Au invading army would find it too 
hard to obtain guides, aud even if they 
did, they must keep together and must 
not leave the line of march fo look foi 
water. 
Besides, tho Bedouins, accus­ 
tomed from infancy to regard water a« 
most precious and rare, use it with 
wonderful economv. 
Neither men nor 
animals drink more than once m forty- 
eight hours. 
As to washing they never 
indulge in such 
wasteful nonsense. 
When Bedouins came to my camp wat­ 
er was always offered them. 
Their an­ 
swer would frequently be: “No, thanks, 
I drank yesterday.” 
They knew toe 
well the importance of keeping up tin 
habit of abstemiousness. 
No wonder 
they can subsist where invaders w ould 
quickly perish.

There is no social accomplishment 
which is more often called into requisi­ 
tion than tho art of letter writing. 
To 
say and do the proper thing at the p ro 
»er time is one of the unwritten laws of 
•tiquette. 
It is a valuable acoomplish- 
nonfc to perform this duty gracefully. 
Social correspondence devolves quite 
mturally upon the women of the fami­ 
ly. 
it is unnecessary to point out the 
value of prompt-new in acknowledging 
md answering correspondence, for it is 
ttie height of rudeness to leave letters ol 
question unanswered. 
In letters of in­ 
vitation and acknowledgement the so 
v- rely conventional form is used. L et­ 
ters of introduction should lie brief, 
and, as they are generally presented in 
person, 
exaggerated 
expressions of 
praise are not in good taste. 
These, of 
course, and any other letter delivered 
in person, are unsealed. 
Letters of 
condolence are written informally. 
This branch of epistolary correspond­ 
ence is a difficult one, and actual feel­ 
ing is the only guide to good taste. 
It 
is in personal letters between relative** 
and friends that the most charming 
specimens are found; the gossiping, 
chatty epistles that are largely expected, 
and which bring color into the dullest 
day. 
Anyone who has been stranded 
in a country house in stormy weather 
will remember the pleasant excitement 
caused by the arrival of the mail. 
Dr. 
Johnson once made the sweeping asser­ 
tion that gossip never hurt anybody;no 
doubt this is going too far, but it can 
not l»e denied that information as to 
what is “going on” and familiar personal 
items constitute the best of these let- 
ters. 
The close of a letter must ac­ 
cord with the address, in formality 
and form. 
A lady mii->t not use ab­ 
breviations in hor letters any more 
than in hur speech, nor use figures, ex­ 
cept in case of a date. 
The date of a 
letter is of importance even in the most 
trifling matter. 
When a printed ad­ 
dress is stamped upon a sheet of letter 
paper, the date is often relegated to the 
end of ttie epistle. 
Postal cards should 
he used only for business purposes, 
such as sending order*, brief messages 
, or notice by mail. 
The cards that come with envelopes 
to flt are used for any business message 
that you wish t > send enclosed; in an­ 
swering a question, sending a memoran­ 
dum or making a familiar inquiry. 
The enveloped card stands midway be­ 
tween the postal card and the note 
sheet. 
Always use the folded note for 
any formal writing. 
It 
shows more 
care, and therefore more compliment, 
just as the card, for some strange rea­ 
son, is easier to pick up for a hasty line 
in an envelope. 
When a note that requires an answer 
i* sent to any one unknown to the 
writer always enclose a postage stamp. 
Formal notes and letters are generally 
written in the third person. 
It is con­ 
sidered inelegant 
to 
sign a 
letter 
“ Mrs.— 
If it is necessary in giving 
the address, place it in brackets under 
the full name. 
A firm, clear handwrit­ 
ing is a mark of good breeding. 
“ Yours, 
truly,” or “ Very truly yours.” i* going 
out of date, just as these, in their turn, 
supplant'd 
“ Your obedient servant” 
and 1 Yours to command.” 
“ Cordially,** 
“With high regard,” “Sincerely” or 
“ Respectfully, ' as the case may admit, 
are more in u*e. 
The selection of writ- 
h _r paper and envelopes depends upon 
individual ta^td. 
Plain, heavy paper 
I* fashionable at present. 
The practice 
of perfuming letter paper, always in 
questionable taste, is entirely out of 
iate.

How to Prevent Ergotism iu Cattle. 


The conditions most favorable foi 
the growth of the ergot are not well 
understood, but it is nevertheless true 
that it if m uch more abundant in some 
seasons than in others. 
Warm moist 
weather favors the development 
ol 
fungi generally, and we doubt if ergot 
is any exception to the rule. 
We have 
observed 
it 
most frequently upon 
grasses growing in iow wet meadows 
during 
rainy 
seasons. 
Thorough 
draining of wet land would probably 
diminish the amount of ergot in a 
meadow. 
The favoring conditions of 
a wet season of course are not undt i 
the control of the farmer. 
The ergot- 
ted grains are not fully developed un­ 
til the grass is ripe, therefore it is a 
wise precaution to cut the grass at, or 
soon after, the period of flowering. 
This is the best time to cut grass for 
hay. 
The development of ergotism is 
favored by exposure to cold and an 
insufficient 
water supply. 
Animals 
properly stabled and watered in win­ 
ter, may feed upon slightly ergotted 
hay, without serious injury. 
When 
ergot poisoning is suspected in an 
animal, it should have a complete 
change of food, wi*h Epsom salts as a 
physic, followed by mashes, roots, 
etc., with warm stables and abund­ 
ance of pure water. 
In severe cases, 
when a limb or a portion of one is 
gangrened, treatment is of little avail 
and the animals should be killed. 
It 
may be several years before another 
out-break like that of last winter oc­ 
curs, but farmers should be on their 
S 
uard, able to detect ergot iu their 
ay and, when it is abundant, refuse 
I to endanger the lives of their herds.— 
Dr. Hoisted, in American Agriculturist 
for February.

grass green,’’ this being considered sym­ 
bolical of youthfnl jolity. 
Again, that the office of a bridesmaid 
was in times past not altogether a sine 
qua non may be gathered from the fact 
that during the period of the weddiqg 
festivities, which often extended over a 
week, the bridesmaids were expected to 
he in attendance, and to do whatever 
they could to promote their success. 
Then there was the custom of “fling­ 
ing the stocking,” at which the bride- 
maids took a prominent lead; a cere­ 
mony to which no small importance was 
attached. 
It has been made the sub­ 
ject of frequent allusion by our old 
writers, and one rhyme, describing a 
wedding, tells u s: 
“But still the stockings are to throw; 
Some throw too high, and some too low, 
There's none could hit the mark. ’’ 
Ylisson further informs us that if the 
bridegroom’s stocking, thrown by one 
of the bridemaids, fell upon his head, 
it was regarded as an 
omen that she 
herself would soon be married, and a 
similar prognostic was taken from the 
falling of tbe brides stocking, thrown 
by one of the groomsmen. 
It was the 
bridemaids, duty, too, to present the 
bride with the “benediction posset,” so 
called from the words uttered over it; 
a practice thus noticed by Herrick, hi 
his “Hesperides:” 
“What short sweet prayers shall be said. 
And low the posset shall be made 
With cream of lilies, uot of kvie, 
And maiden’s hlusli for spiced wine.” 
Suckling thus alludes to this custom: 
“In came the bridemaids with the posset, 
The bridegroom eat in epight” 
Once more, the bridemaids were sup- 
i posed to look after the bride’s pecuni­ 
ary interests. 
Thus, at the church 
porch, when the bridegroom produced 
the ring and other articles relating to 
his marriage, the chief bridemaid took 
charge of the “dow-purce," whieh was 
publicly given to the bride as an in­ 
stalment of her pin-money. 
Horac3 
Walpole, writing to Miss Berry in the 
year 1791, speaks of the dow-purse as 
a tiling of the past, and writes as fol­ 
lows : 
“Our wedding is over very properly, 
though with little ceremony, and noth­ 
ing of ancient fashion but two bride- 
m lids. Tho endowing purse, I believe, 
has 1 K:en left oft’ since broad pieces 
were called in ami melted down.” 
It has been pointed out, however, 
ill at a survival of this usage i* preserved 
in Cumberland. 
The bridegroom pro­ 
vide* himself with gold and crown 
pieces, and when the service reaches the 
point, “with all my worldly goods I 
thee endow,” he takes 
the money, 
hands the clergyman his fee, and pours 
the rest into a handkerchief which the 
brideinaid holds for the bride. 
In Scotland, the brideinaid is pop­ 
ularly known as the “best maid,” and 
one of her principal duties was to con­ 
vey the bride’s presents >f the wedding 
to her future home. 
The first article 
generally taken into the house was a 
vessel of salt, a portion of which was 
-prinkled over tho floor, as a protec­ 
tion against the “evil eve.” She also at- 
tendcd the bride when she called on her 
friends, and gave a personal invitation W 
her wedding.

IN THE REIGN OF LAW; 
reformers who have cried al* ud in the w ilder- 
ness of oppres-iou; leathers who have mriven 
to cast down false doctrine, heresy and schism s; 
statesm en whose brain* have throbbed w ith 
m ighty plan* for the am elioration of hum an so­ 
ciety; scar-crow ned viking* of the **a, illu s­ 
trious heroes of the laud, who have borne the 
standards of siege and battle—come forth in 
bright array from your glorious fane*, and would 
ye lie m easured by the m easure or hi* stature? 
Behold you not in him a more iilustriua* and 
more venerable presence? Statesm an, soldier, 
patriot, *age, reform er of creed*, teacher of 
tru th and justice, achiever ami preserver of lib­ 
erty, the first of men, founder and savi ir of his 
country, father of hi* people—this t* he. solitary 
and unapproachable in his grandeur. 
Oh, f«-lic- 
itou* Providence th at gave to America our 
W ashington! 
High soar* into the sky to-day, 
higher than the pyram ids or the dome of St. 
Paul’* or St. Peter’*—the loftiest and m ost im ­ 
posing structure th at man ha* ever reared—high 
soars into the sky to where 
“E arth highest yearns to meet a star," 
the m onum ent which “We the people of the 
U nited Htate*” have uplifted to hi* memory. 
It 
is a fitting m onum ent, more fitting than any 
statue. 
For hi* image could only display him 
in some one phase of hi* varied character, a* the 
comm ander, the 
statesm an, the 
planter of 
M ount Vernon, or the chief m agistrate of his 
country. So art has fitly typified his exalted 
life in yon plain, lofty shaft. 
Such i* his great­ 
ness th at only by a sym bol could it lie repre­ 
sented. 
As Justice m ust lie blind in order to be 
wnole in contem plation, so history m ust lie 
silent th at by this m ighty sign she inay di-rlose 
the am plitnde of her story. The siieaker re­ 
ferred to the great deeds of Virginia during the 
Revolution, and thanked the comm ission for the 
honor done V irginia in choosing one of her citi­ 
zens to sjieak 011 ibis occasion. 
Many allusions 
were then m ade 'o event* in English and Amer­ 
ican history, and an extended 
biographical 
sketch of W ashington was given. 
GREATEST AS A STATESMAN. 
It was a* a statesm an that W ashington wa« 
greatest. 
Not in the sense th at H am ilton and 
Jefferson, Adams and Madison were statesm en; 
b u t in a larger sense. 
Men may m arshal armies 
who caunot drill divisions. 
Men m ay m arshal 
t ations in storm and travail who have not the 
accornpPshuieuts of 
their cabinet m inisters. 
Not so versed as thev was he in the details ol 
political science. 
And vet as he studied tactics 
when he anticipated w,» , so he studied politics 
when he foresaw hi* civil role approaching, 
reading t he history aud exam ining the principles 
of ancient and m odern confederacies and m ak­ 
ing notes of th eir virtues, defect* and method? 
of operation. 
H is pen did not possess the facile 
play aud cia-sic grace of their pens, but his 
vigorous eloquence had the clear ring of oui 
m other tongue. 
I will not say th at he wa* so 
astute, so quick, so inventive as the one or an ­ 
other of them —that hi* m ind was characterized 
by the vivacity of wit, the rich coloring* ol 
fancy, or daring flights of im agination. 
But 
w ith him thought and action, like w ell-trained 
couriers, kept abreast iu the chariot race, guided 
by an eye th a t never quailed, reined by a hand 
that never trem bled. He had a more infallible d is­ 
crim ination of circumstance* and men than anvoi 
hi* contem poraries. 
He weighed facts in a j a st­ 
er scale, w ith larger equity, and firm er equa­ 
nim ity. 
He best applied to them the lesson ol 
experience. 
W ith greater ascendancy of charac­ 
ter he held men to their appointed task s; with 
more inspiring vigor he com m anded more im ­ 
plicit confidence. 
He bore a tru er divining rod, 
and through a wilderne*s of contention he alone 
was the unerring pathfinder of 
the jieople. 
There can indeed be no right conception ol 
W ashington th a t doe* not accord him a great 
and extraordinary geniu*. 
The speaker con­ 
cluded with these w ords: In the nam e of the 
people of the U nited States—their president, 
th rir s -uators, and their representatives, and 
th eir judgea, do crown to-day w ith the grandest 
crowd that veneration ha* ever lifted to th« 
brow of giorv, him whom Virginia gave to Amer­ 
ica—whom America has given to th e world, and 
to the ages—and whom m ankind w ith universal 
suffrage has proclaim ed the forem ost cf tiu 
founders of em pire iu 
THE FIRST DEGREE OF GREATNESS, 
whom L iberty herself ha* anointed a* the flr*t 
citizen iu th e great republic of hum anity. 
E n­ 
com pass'd by the inviolate seas stand* to-day 
t he American republic which lie founded—a free 
G reater B ritain—uplifted above the powers and 
principalities of the eai t h. even as his m onument 
i* uplifted over roof and dome, and spire of the 
m ultitudinous city. 
Long live the republic of 
M a*hington! Respected by m ankind, beloved 
of all its sous, long may it be the asylum of the 
poor and oppressed of all lands and religions— 
long in j it be the citadel of th a t liberty which 
writes beneath the eagle’* folded w ings; “We 
will sell to no m an, we will deny to no man, 
right and justice.” Long live th e U nited State* 
of America! Filled w ith the free 
m agnani­ 
mous 
spirit, 
crowned 
hy 
tho 
wisdom, 
blessed 
by 
the 
m oderation, hovered over 
by tho guardian augcl of W ashington’* exam ple;

comet, is visible in the New Year’s sky, 
says The London Telegraph. 
W hat it 
has come for, of 
course, 
nobody 
knows; but it is fortunate for us that 
tho days of superstition have passed or 
it would have found itself regarded in 
a very sinister light and its motives 
suspected. 
When 
the world was 
younger men and women had tho 
greatest possible objection to comets. 
They associated them with “scritch- 
ow ls,” black cats, which are witches’ 
familiars, and death-watches, 
with 
gloom y omens, uncomfortable augur­ 
ies. and disastrous prognostics. 
They 
were sup posse J capable of all sorts of 
mischief, from turniug a pail of milk 
sour lo setting the earth on lire. 
If, 
Gafier’s apples withered on the tree it 
was all the fruit of tho comet; if (1am- 
mer’s goose went lame the same ex­ 
planation was enough. Pestilence and 
famine were among the recognized 
satellites of the brilliant vagabond, 
and emperors and armies have been 
terrified 
by 
its appearance. 
The 
plague of London, “ as every school­ 
boy knows,” was due to the com et of 
the year, and iu l<»t>8 the appearance 
of one of these m eteors occassioned a 
remarkable epidemic among cats in 
W estphalia. 
In 174(3 Lima was over­ 
thrown by an earthquake, which was 
the result, of course, of the com et that 
was 
then in the 
sky, 
and 
the 
same cause led also to the occurrence 
of unusually large flights of pigeons in 
North America, aud to the prevalence 
of the “sneezing sickness” as it was 
called, in Germany. 
So, at any rate, 
it was said at the tine*. 
Even much 
later the apparition of one of these 
Debubuis lum inosities led to important 
results, for in 1811 the port and claret 
vintages were exceptionally excellent; 
the number of twins born w as unpre­ 
cedented; a shoemaker s wife in White­ 
chapel gave birth to four children; 
there were no wasps .in the autumn; 
and flies were all blind that year. 
All 
this and much more was, seventy-four 
years ago, gravely attributed to “ the 
com et.’ 
It ut, of course, the lapse of 
seventy-four years makes a great dif­ 
ference. 
We are much too w ise now 
to credit any rubbish of the kind, aud 
anybody who wrote to the papers 
saying that he believed shoemakers’ 
wives in W hitechapel were afflicted 
by com ets would lie suspected of lu­ 
nacy. 
As soon as “ Hailey's com et” — 
so called b cause he predicted its re­ 
turn every seventy-six years or so— 
had proved itself to be a regular vis­ 
itor by reappearing in 1845, the public 
began to understand that these shin­ 
ing light* were not the irresponsible 
vagrants, the “ chartered libertines” 
that they had been supposed to be. 
Instead of being able to loaf aliout 
when and win re they chose, 
they 
were in reality chained up, and could 
only go round and round at the end of 
their tether, looking very tierce, but 
unable to reach anybody so as to do 
him any harm. 
The discovery relieved the mind of 
Europe prodigiously; and since 183.5 
there has crept into the popular esti­ 
mation of th e e phenomena a tone of 
indifference, not to say levity, which 
contrasts very curiously with the pre­ 
vious awe. 
We all know that H ailey’s 
comet, unless it goes out iu the inter­ 
val, will be visible again in the year 
1911, and it is a comfort to Is* quite 
sure that it wilt do us no 
mi-chief 
when it come*. 
The poor thing can 
not 
help perambulating, any more 
than the cockchafer at the end of a 
string which bad little boys are in the 
habit of swinging round their heads 
“ to find out what o'clock it is,” as 
they pretend. 
If, however, it is an in- 
telligcntjcom et, it ought to find much 
matter tor reflection, and, indeed,both 
amazement and amusement also, in 
the various stag©* at w hich it has seen 
the earth. The long intervals at which 
it appears give time for very sweeping 
and radical changes to take place, and 
the visitor iiiU-t often feel inclined to 
suspect that he has lost his way when 
he looks dow n upon a country w hich 
he thought he knew w ell, but which he 
can hardly recognize 
as the same. 
Thus, for instance, he had left us 
Britons fighting with each other hap­ 
pily enough under Anglo Saxon kings, 
and the next time he looked in upon 
England the gentlefolk were all pre­ 
tending to be Normans and speaking 
bad French. 
11** was just in time to 
glance down through the trues of the 
New* forest and see i'urkiss, the char­ 
coal-burner, r.t* rig up a richly-dress­ 
ed hui.tsatan, with a crown worked 
upon h:*» mantle, who was iying dead 
with mi arrow in his heart, and watch­ 
ed the man lift the king’s corpse onto 
his cart and drive it away toward W in­ 
chester palace. 
Then it was time f« r 
the com et to go on. and he had to go, 
wondering probably what it all meant. 
When, however, he cam e round again 
into our sky every one seemed to have 
forgotten all about it, for the king of 
the time and his knight* appeared to 
have gone mad. 
They were selling 
everything they could 
and pawning 
the rest, even to the crown jew els, to 
fit out soldiers for a distant war, and 
by and bv the com et came upon them 
fighting the Saracens in the Holy Land. 
So he understood all about tho Cru­ 
sades. 
Then seventy-six years went 
by, and the Scotch were having a very 
bad time of it, for the English had 
given 
over fighting the Sol dan and 
were 
doing their best to conquer 
Bruce and William W allace. 
At his 
next visit he could scarcely recognize 
the people, for their shoes had toes so 
long that thev had to be tied up to 
their knees, and their caps had peaxs 
four feet in length. 
The next time 
the 
scene 
was 
shocking. 
One 
half the country wore red roses and 
the other half white, and wherever 
they met they fought. 
In 1531 
the 
comet was back again, and was puz­ 
zled to know which was the queen of 
England. 
The lady with the crown on 
one week was not 
the same that 
wore it the next, but the kiftg remain­ 
ed the same all the time, and a blufl 
and jovial king he looked, too. 
Tbe 
Stuarts w ere rciguing at his next visit, 
in 1607, 
aud when he came back in 
1683 he found them still on the throne. 
So the com et thought that pointed 
lace 
collars 
and 
cavalier 
hats 
agreed 
with 
the 
British 
constitu­ 
tion 
am azingly 
w ell, 
for 
no 
one told him that the commonwealth 
had intervened or hinted as much as a 
word about that tragic affair in White­ 
hall place on the last day of January, 
1649. Nor could he understand whvLon- 
don looked such a much liner city than 
it had done seventy-six years before. 
He knew nothing about the great tire. 
Then came a wonderous change, in­ 
deed. 
For when 1759 rolled around, 
and the comet looked down once more 
to set how London was getting on, he 
found to his astonishm ent that every­ 
body was expecting him. 
Mon with 
telescopes were watching for him all 
over the country. 
The house of Han­ 
over had succeeded to the throne, and 
everybody wore big wigs. To the com­ 
et, however, the most important fact 
was that Hailey had told the world that 
he was com ing and that everybody in all 
directions was on the look-out for his 
appearance. 
No sooner had he got 
his eyes fairly on the country than sig­ 
nal tires were lit, and the news of the 
com et’s return was flashed across from 
lowrn to town. And so to 1835. During 
the previous seventy-six years London 
had spread out to nearly twice its 
former size, and the comet 
stood 
amazed. 
Looking northward, it saw 
in Lancashire a string of cars traveling 
along a pair of rails without either 
horses or men to drag it. 
1 here was 
smoke com ing out of a stumpy little 
funnel, but tho comet could not under­ 
stand how this made the yvheels go 
round. 
Yet it saw men get into the 
carriages at one place and get out at 
another: and seeing is believing, even 
for com ets.

Two wooden spoons of home 
manufacture guaranteed the contract 
between these rugged shepherds and 
the devout who engaged their services 
and engravings of a Madonna unc! 
Rambino were placed in some con 
spicuous part with waxlights flaring be 
neath them. 
This morning the shop 
herds played their last, and noyv anoth­ 
e r seenc presents itself. Standingonan 
eminence one may see the smoke as­ 
cending from a thousand chim neys. 
What luxury does it announce? 
All 
tho day the masses have observed 
com plete abstinence fnmi food, but 
they have an abundant compensation 
in the evening. 
Newfoundland has 
supplied many a hundredweight of 
salt-fish for the principal dish; our sea, 
too has had many demands made upon 
it. 
Every article of food-has made its 
appearance, exe'ept meat, which would 
have created a horror, and a hundred 
little nothings have contributed to 
load a 
table dedicated to a holy fast. 
But, alas, many a guest is m issing 
whose presence enlivened the festiv­ 
ities of last year; so that 
the socia 
character 
0 1 Christmas has suffered 
much. 
Some tnere arc whose food 
has swollen in their throats as they 
looked around on vacant places, and 
many outsiders, accustomed to rally 
round the family hearth, have feared 
to return and realize tue losses which 
they have experienced. 
True is it 
that the majority 
of 
those who were 
carried off by tbe cholera belonged to 
a class whose feelings are less sensi­ 
tive, but numbers of others among the 
educated and wealthy will to-day and 
to-morrow shed bitter tears. 
All now 
have dined and, there is a rush to the 
churches to visit the Bambino cradle. 
A long line of worshippers from the 
doors to the altar, where the manger 
is erected, are awaiting their turn to 
approach. 
They 
are very 
pretty 
structures, where 
in some instances 
may l>e seen all the animals saved from 
the flood. 
There is a choir of angelf 
who surround the Bambino, and, ever 
1 more, divine beings look down on th< 
scene 
with 
com placency. 
Happy, 
j thrice happy, are the thousands whc 
will this evening visit these altars. Nc 
doubts disturb them, 
no skcpticistr 
suggests painful inquiries: they have 
nothing to do with investigation, im­ 
agination opens to them a brilliant 
scene which commands .their sincere 
faith. 
Something of a different kind 
is going on outside the doors of the 
church. 
One might fancy oneself in £ 
besieged town. 
Bombs are bursting 
and shots are heard in all directions 
It is a custom, a tradition which defies 
the power of the polica—all southern­ 
ers rejoice in noise. Remove the bomb? 
from the streets, ami the irrepressible 
people will fire guns from their win­ 
dows or from the tops of their houses. 
The hospital or the pretura do not 
firighten them, so that the Pellegrini

already received some victim s 
minus an eye or a hand, and the pre­ 
tura has had to adm inister justice in 
the form of a fine or imprisonment. 
Vive la bagatelle! 
And ibis will con­ 
tinue till New Year’s day.

TUref*Profits a Year. 
Sheep afford a double income annu­ 
ally, lambs and 
wuxil, and must be 
considered among tho most profitable 
of farm stock, especially where the 
fences and accommodations are adapt­ 
ed 
to them. 
M> experience proves 
tha* sheep pay best which yield three 
profits a i* ar. This can be aocompiied 
by selecting good framed 
healthy, 
middle aged ewes in August, or early 
in .September, and turning them with 
a Southdown or other mutton breed 
ram, so they will drop their lambs at 
any time from January 15, to February 
15. 
Suitable warm and comfortable 
quarters, of course, need to be pro­ 
vided. 
(*ivc these ewes a run at grass 
during tin* fall, and have them come 
into winter quarters in good condition, 
if the pasture is not fine, give a little 
corn daily all through the fall. 
When 
housed for the winter, feed plenty of 
good clover hay and have water by 
them at all tim es. 
(» ve a little corn 
every day. 
When Iambs begin to drop 
feed* liberally with turnips, or bran 
and corn. 
After tho lambs are all 
born, anti the danger of caked bags 
has passed, cotton seed and meal may 
be fed to advantage: in fact, feed the 
ewe for milk as you would a milch 
cow. 
As soon as (ho lambs are old 
enough to eat, which they will be at 
an early age, have a pen separate from 
the sheep, and accessible to the lambs 
at all times, containing a trough from 
which they can eat. Feed meal of oats 
and corn ground together, two parts 
oats to one of corn, cracked corn, and 
oats. 
Change the feed and encourage 
them to eat all they will. 
Keep them 
dry and warm with plenty of room 
for exercise 
•».-11 as early as they are 
ready for market and when they will 
bring the highest prices. 
After the 
lambs are sold, keep on feeding the 
ewes all they will bear. 
Shear early, 
and then sell the well fattened ewes to 
the butcher. 
By this process you get 
your three profits, viz: lambs, wool, 
and the difference between a thinnish 
store sheep in August, and a fat sheep 
in 
May or June, 
when, because of 
of scarcity, mutton brings the highest 
price. The Southdown ram, of course, 
may be retained with which to repeat 
the same course the next fall. 
It is 
a well-established 
fact 
among the 
most prosperous sheep growers near 
largo cities, that one well cared for 
early lamb is worth a half dozen born 
in May or June.—J. D im onin Am eri­ 
can Agriculturist for February. 


How to Prevent Ergotism in ('attic. 
The conditions most favorable foi 
the growth of the ergot are not wel 
understood, but it is nevertheless true 
that it is much more abundant 111 some 
seasons than in others. 
Warm moist 
weather favors the development o 
fungi generally, ami we doubt if ergot 
is any exception to the rule. 
We have 
observed 
it 
most frequently upor 
grasses growing in iow wet meadows 
during 
rainy 
seasons. 
Thorough 
draining of wet land would probably 
diminish the amount ot ergot in a 
meadow. 
The favoring conditions of 
a wet season of course are not unde t 
the control of the farmer. 
The ergot- 
ted grains are not fully developed un­ 
til the grass is ripe! therefore it is a 
wise precaution to cut the grass at, or 
soon after, the period of flowering. 
This is the best time to cut grass for 
hay. 
The developm ent of ergotism is 
favored by exposure to cold and an 
insufficient 
water supply. 
Animals 
properly stabled and watered in win­ 
ter, m a\ feed upon slightly ergotted 
hay, without serious injury. 
When 
ergot poisoning is suspected in an 
animal, it should have a complete 
change of food, wHh Epsom salts as a 
physic, followed by mashes, roots, 
etc., with warm stables and abund­ 
ance of pure water. 
In severe cases, 
when a limb or a portion of ono is 
gangrened, treatment is of little avail 
and the animals should be killed. 
II 
may be several years before another 
out-break like that of last winter oe 
curs, but farmers should be on their 
f 
uard, able to detect ergot in their 
ay and, when it is abundant, refusr 
to “endanger the lives of their herds.— 
Dr. Halsted, in American Agriculturist 
for February.
